by the war risk insurance bureau of 
the treasury department. 
Plans for 


placing the policy into effect immedi- 
ately will be outlined here nest Tues- 
day at a conference with treasury of-

navy, and officers ajid enlisted men at 
the 32 cantonments. 


Details of the policy disclose that 


risks will be written upon the lives of 
men and women between the ages of 
15 and 65 in all branches of the army, 
navy, marine corps, 
coast 
guards, 


naval reserve, national naval volun- 
teers, nurses, "and any other branches 
of the United States service serving 
with the army and navy." The an- 
nouncement was made also that "rates 
and ages higher or. lower will be given 
upon request." 


Premiums, computed on a monthly 


basis, vary between 63 cents per $1,- 
000 at age 15 to ?3.35 per ?1,000 at 
age Go. Between 21 and 31 years, the 
following monthly premium will be 
charged per $1,000 of insurance, the 
limit being $10,000: 
2l'to 23 inclu- 


sive, 65 cents; 24 and 25, 66 cents; 2G 
and.27, 67 cents; 28, 68 cents, 28 and 
30, 69 cents; 31, 70 cents. 


During periods of total disability 


the insurance will be paid not in one 
lump sum, but monthly for 20 years, 
should the disability continue for that 
period.

BABIES BURNED ALIVE 
BY MURDEROUS TURKS 


DR. RIGGS TELLS HOW ARMEN- 


IANS WERE EXTERMINATED 


New York, Oct. 1-1. — Burial alive 


of uabies in trenches with the bodies 
of their mothers, who had been slaugh- 
tered or allowed to perish from ex- 
posure, was practiced by the Turks in 
their work of exterminating the Ar- 
menians, it was declared hero today 
by the Hev. Henry H. Rifc-gs, mission- 
ary of the American board of com- 
missioners for foreign 
missions 
to 


1-Iarput, Turkey, who recently

back to this country. A trench was 
dug beside a camp of Armenian wo- 
men,

behind, so many of .those were buried 
with their mothers," Dr. Riggs said. 
"'When I visited this camp I frequent- 
ly saw Turks wandering about among 
the Armenian? picking out'pretty girls 
and lit_tle children to;take.away to 
their homes.

Many fnore threw them- 
selves into the rivei? to escape a. bond- 
age of shame worse than death. 


"About 15 miles from Harpuet Is a 


lake hidden from sight with many ra- 
vines about it. We were told that the 
Armenian exiles wore being killed and 
left in those ravines. Two Americans 
investigated and, brought back photo- 
graphs and actual fncts. They saw in. 
a 20-mile ride 10,000 human hodies, 
most of them killed by the bayonet. 
With a few exceptions they were wo- 
men and children, and the mangled 
condition of their bodies showed the 
horrible fate that had been theirs."

Eemeral)>, U is no more than fair, now] 
that the sejson of farm work is largely! 
over, to gi\o a, ivord of appreciation 
for then- services. Last spring there 
woe many farmeis "ho needed help 
badls', -who, after much deliberation, 
concluded not to make the \enture of 
employing boys from the city schools. 
Others did so reluctantly, belne driven 
to it by stern necessity. The result in 
practically every instance was satis- 
factoiy. The boys -were bright, keen- 
witted felloes, who, it not experience 
brought to their work a fine degree 
of intelligence and adaptability. 
The 


boys speedily won their way to the 
hearts of their employers, and when 
the season ended, there was mutual 
regret at the parting- Many of them 
will return of choice another year, 
when the demand for them will doubt- 
leos be greater than in 1917, and with

PLUMBERS AND TINSMITHS STRIKE 


DEMAND FtiAT- INCREASE OF *3 


WEEKCY

OFFER OF »2. 


Euiplojcrs Declare 
That 
Work Is 


.Light with Much Unproductive Time 
Kesultlng and Conditions Do Not 
Warrant Increase Asked. 
All the plumbers and tinsmiths and 


their ' helpers, numbering about 25, 
employed by the plumbing- contractors 
and hardware merchants of the city, 
went on A strike Saturday night to en- 
force their demand for a fiat increase 
in wages 
of ?3 weekly, refusing a 


compromise proposal of employers to 
pay an increase now of $2, with an 
agreement to consider a proposal for 
a lurther increase to the .sum asked 
when the volume of new business shall 
have increased to such an extent that 
all the men can be kept profitably em- 
ployed. With winter rapidly approach- 
ing and visions of frozen water pipes 
and faulty heaters haunting Oneon- 
tans, this will be no cheering news. 
The further fact will not be reassur- 
ing either, as present indications are 
'not favorable to a speedy termination 
of the light unless One side or the 
other surrenders absolutely. 


The edict was delivered to the em- 


ployers on Wednesday last in the form 
of a iiotic signed by the officers of the 
organization, and each, individual man 
demanding the flat rate. The employ- 
ers ha\e no organization, bat after a 
cont'eience they decided that the con- 
ditions surrounding the trade at the 
present time did not warrant so large 
an increase and they presented indi- 
vidually a counter proposal that they 


j would pay $2 increase to all. This was 
not acceptable and every employing 
firm was notified Saturday night that 
they would be without workmen today. 


Discussing the situation Grant Zeh, 


the president of the organization of 
the men, is quoted as saying that the 
increase in the cost of living justifies 
the increase asked ana that the buy- 
ing power of their income from their 
labor will be- no greater than it was 
before, ile said that the vnen. were 
united to a man not to accept the 
compromise proposal and that the in- 
crease could aijd should be passed to 
the customer. 


One ot" the employers, in referring 


to the matter, ""stated that the men 
less than a year since were given a 
reduction in hours from nine to eight 
with no reduction 
in 
"wage, which 


amounted to about iO cents a day in- 
crease. He said that when -work ex- 
ists the men are given work-for ten 
hours if desired. ] f the employer re- 
quires the extra hours, time and a 
half is allowed, and if done voluntar- 
ily only regular time is allowed. Dou- 
ble time is given for Sundays and hol- 
idays. The minimum'wage for plumb- 
ers and tinsmiths is ?1S and several 
men are paid $20. The apprentices are 
paid from SG to commence up to 515, 
which latter sum a number o£ the 
helpers receive. 
He declared 
that 


there-is little new work at present and | 
that while the men suffer no lost time 
and are given shop work such as can 
be found, that actually considerable 
unproductive time results. lie insist- 
ed that it is impossible to pass it on 
to others when there is so little out- 
side work in the aggregate. He ex- 
pressed a conviction that the three em- 
ployers who work at the trade will be 
able to care for the emergency calls 
except upon rare occasions when some 
delay may result!

"History ol France from the Earliest 
Times to 1848," in telling of a battle 
fought by the Romans, under Marlus, 
near Aix, on the borders of the Coenus, 
against Ambrons and the Teutons, 
wrote: "Tl.e battle lasted two days, 
the first against the Ambrons, the sec- 
ond against the Teutons. Both were 
beaten in spite of their savage bravery 
and the equal bravery of their women, 
who defended, with indomitable obsti- 
nacy, the cars with which they had re- 
mained almost alone in charge of the 
children and the booty. After the wom- 
en it_was necessary to exterminate the 
hounds, who defended their masters,' 
'bodies. Here pgain the figures of the 
historians are absurd, although they 
differ. The most extravagant raise the 
number of barbarians slain to 200,000 
and that of- the prisoners to 80,000; 
the most moderate stop at 100,000. In 
any case the carnage was great, for 
,the battle field, TV here all these corpses 
rested without burial, rotting in the 
'sun and rain, got the name of Camp! 
Pntridl, or Fields of Putreficatlon, a 
name traceable even nowadays in that 
Of Poturleres, a neighboring village."

WINS BIG BATTLE 


Crops of the United States Will 


Feed the World. 


MANY RISKED BANKRUPTCY 


Dread Disease May Be Obliterated in 


Another Decade If Decrease *.«in- 


tlnue* at Present Rate. 


If tuberculosis shall continue to de- 


crease In this country at the same rate 
as In the past half century. It will be 
obliterated In another decade. This is 
the opinion of Dr. Cleaveland Floyd, 
expressed at the Harvard Medical 
school. There are two conditions, how- 
ever, which will prevent the complete 
obliteration of this lung disease at 
present, and these are poverty and 
Tack of hygienic surroundings. 


Doctor Floyd said that almost every- 


body has the germs of this disease In 
his system, but that he is able to resist 
Iheir attack through living a healthy 
life and through the protection of na-. 
hire. 


Inhalation and infection are the two 


common ways by which a person con- 
tracts tuberculosis. Children may get 
the,germs In impure milk, but outdoor 
play prevents the spread. It often hap- 
pens, however, that when people ro to 
•work In shops or Insanitary offices, or 
live in crowded rooms, the disease 
Shows Itself and gains a foothold. That 
Is why so many persons between the 
ages of nineteen and thirty-two ac- 
quire tuberculosis.

Country Now Ripe for Harvert— 
Corn Breaks Records. 


There is enough food la sight to 


win the war—enough to feed the 
world. The biggest crop of food prod- 
ucts ever grown in the United States, 
which means the biggest ever grown 
by any country In the world, is white 
for the harvest. 


The army in the furrows has won 


its first battle. According to figures 
of the department 
of 
agriculture 


there will be harvested 3,248,000,000 
bushels of corn, half a billion bushels 
In excess of the average crop; 462,- 
000,000 bushels of -white potatoes, a 
hundred million bushels In eicess of 
the average. 


The same proportion, of Increase 


applies to practically all other food 
crops except wheat This Is the re 
suit of the emergency war work of 
American farmers in response to the 
appeals of the president and the de- 
partment of agriculture. 


Farmers Risked Bankruptcy. 


The army In the furrow has toiled 


hard. Without delay, on the day war 
was declared, an army of 0,000,000 
farmers was mobilized. 
A million 


farmers risked bankruptcy for pa- 
triotism's sake. 
Thousands actually 


incurred bankruptcy or Impaired for- 
tunes. But they are not complaining. 
The financial casualties 'hare been 
comparatively few, though. In the 
spring flt 1917 Europe was short of 
food. 
There was barely enough food 


to keep the world scantily fed until 
harvest. America's army of patriotic 
farmers came Into the field. 


Two days before war was declared 


Ctrl Vrfloman, assistant 
secretary 


of agriculture, was In conference la 
Boston with the committee of public 
safety of the New England states. 
Four days later he conferred In At- 
lanta with the Southern Food Produc- 
ers' 
association. His appeal went 


home to the farmers of the entire 
country. 
Cotton planters cut down 


their acreage of cotton ' to necessity 
and substituted food. 
Cut-over tim- 


ber lands were put Into cultiva- 
tion. Timber crews planted corn. The 
South was determined not only to feed 
itself—never done before—but to pro- 
duce a surplus. 


Committees o£ public safety In 


every comnmnlty, woman's 
clubs,, 


everybody unUedYfor a surplus. The 
corn crop In the South Is from 25 to 
85 per cent larger than, ever. 
The 


Irish and sweet potato crops show a 
greater increase. Soy beans, cowpeos, 
velvet bean crops 
enormously In- 


creased. 


A billion doltars' worth of food or- 


dinarily going from the North to feed 
the South will not be needed. It will 
be available for the American and al- 
lied forces In the field. 


On April Q, -while Mr. Vrooman was 


still In the South, Secretary Houston 
•was la conference in St. Louis -with 
representatives of college and state 
departments of 32 states. Systematic 
work and enthusiasm, already efficient 
In the South and New England, ex- 
tended to the whole country. 


War Gardens a Big Help. 


The back-yard and vacant-lot gar- 


den movement-, by which millions of 
families this year produced practi- 
cally all their vegetables, leaves In the 
channels of trade millions of dollars 
worth of foodstuffs 
to meet war 


needs. The effort must be continued 
through the coming years. 


Larger wheat production for next 


year Is under way. Dr. E. A. Pear- 
son, 
one of the assistant secretaries 


of the agricultural department, after 
a tour of the country, conferences, 
etc., says that with average wheat 
weather for the ssxt nine months, the 
United States will harvest a billion 
bushel -wheat crop. 
The yield this 


year was more than a hundred mil- 
lion bushels below the average. 
Po- 


tatoes will be used largely to make 
up the shortage. The homes are sup- 
plied with fruits and vegetables for 
winter, which will make bread de- 
mands lighter. 


The food conservation campaign 


began, with the crop increase move- 
ment. 
Millions of bushels of fruit 


and 
vegetables 
canned 
In 
every 


neighborhood are available for winter 
food. 
The supply o£ canned fruits j 


and vegetables is from five to sis' 
times larger than ever before.
